The very 
system he sneers at protects the snake in the grass! 


This then is an appeal to all cadets, both New and Old, who have 
any respect for themselves, their school and the principles of Ameri- 
can manhood and honor. If you have knowledge of any of the mis- 
deeds mentioned about and remain silent, you are protecting an 
enemy of your own way of life. Perhaps you are under the impres- 
sion that it would be dishonorable to “fink” on a fellow cadet. Only 
the misguided man of honor thinks so. Would you hesitate to call 
the police if you witnessed an attempted murder, robbery or assault? 
Would you hesitate to call the FBI if you had knowledge that your 
neighbor was a spy for the Soviet Union or Red China? If you 
would, then you must yourself be an enemy of the society to which 
you belong. 


No honor system at any school can be made to work unless the 
students themselves are willing to accept the responsibility for en- 
forcing it. At AMA we should carry it one step further to include 
the concept that every man must do his duty to his country, his 
school, his classmates and to himself. I should like to close this 
letter with the final words of the Alma Mater of my own cadet days 
at a rather well-known military school located in the highlands of 
the Hudson in New York State: 


“Let Duty be well performed, 


Honor be e’er untarned, 
Country be ever armed, 
West Point, be thee!”

However, do start thinking more seriously about it, and — at once— 
seek advice. Leave the channels of your mind and will open for 
both external and internal influences. Do not panic. Grow in seri- 
ousness of purpose, but remain relaxed and docile. 

“Read! Prospective candidates for college are urged most whole- 
heartedly to broaden their reading outside of class work. At the 
same time, they should cultivate a competence in writing. What 
does this mean to you? It means that you have to read and to write 
much more than you have been doing. Such advice may sound al- 
most too fundamental, too prosaic. However, if the foundation for a 
college career in the 1960’s does not possess these two pillars of 
strength upon which to build further, nothing other than a weak,.

One thing which surprised me was that there were no extra- 
One reason for this may be the late dismissal 
One cannot say, however, that interest is lacking. One girl

Senior rings are non-existent. Even if they did exist, no one 
would be able to order them until school was out and the results of 
the “Bachot” (a series of final examinations taken at the end of 
senior year) were posted. No one, no matter how well prepared he 
is or what an excellent student he has been, can be sure of passing 
these exams which require a four-year review. These are corrected 
by university professors who know nothing of the student’s past rec- 
ord. Only 25 to 30 — succeed in passing the “Bachot.” The others 
are given a second chance in September, but a good percentage never 
make it and so never enter college. 

It may be of interest to note that the “Bachot” with its extensive 
‘eview, requires so much preparation and is such a “wringer” that 
some students find a need for letting off steam on the afternoon of 
‘he last exam. They take part in what is called a “monome,” a stu- 
dent demonstration of stopping traffic, sitting on cars, and overturning 
small ones. It sometimes degenerates into a near riot under the in- 
fluence of individuals trying to take advantage of the situation, 

In spite of the “all work, no play” philosophy of the French 
schools, it would be unfair to believe that students there are bored 
and unhappy. As students everywhere, they find ways to make learn- 
ing fun!

Academic Furlough 


A furlough is a three-day pass 
for cadets who have earned it 
through their studies, or for those 
who need to leave for medical 
and other such reasons. If a cadet 
is granted an academic furlough, 
he must have made the privilege 
list for two consecutive times or 
the honor roll once. To obtain 
privilege list, a cadet’s grades 
must average out to 2.4 or higher; 
for honor roll, he must have a 3.2 
average or higher, This is figured 
on the four-level scale which
